Hold Even: Morey 


Postal receipts substantially the 
same as those of 1956—$598,800— 
were predicted for 1957 this week 
by Postmaster Harry B. Morey. 

The lack of growth will mark 
the first time in more than 10 years 
that the local office hasn’t shown a 
gain of more than five percent. 

Postal receipts are generally 
considered an index of relative 
business volume. 

“Actually, many of our gains in 
the past several years have been | 
due to new businesses, such as the | 
insurance @ompanies and Sunset | 
magazine in the Linfieid Oaks ar- 
ea, which put out periodic heavy 


mailings,” Morey explained. 
| “Since most of the land devoted 
to such uses has been occupied pre- 
| viously, there has been little new 
development in the past year. 
“The present firms are continu- 
ing their regualr heavy mailings, 
| however, with the result that Men- 
lo Park—a relatively small city— 


has one of the 50 largest postof- | 


jfices in the state, insofar as re- 
|ceipts are concerned.” 

Morey also pointed out that, in 
past years, annexations to the post- 
office’s service area have played 
a part in the expansion of its vol- 
ume of receipts.

More and more ostrich fea- 
thers are appearing on hats, and as 
scarves or stoles, reminiscent of 
the gaslight era and later. Such is 
the nature of the carousel of fash 
ion, and by our figures, its about 
time for a return of the maribou 
bed jackets of the 30's. 


This trend toward fluff is caus 


ng the ostrich a run for his feath 
ers. Designers from Paris, London, 
New York, Rome and Hollywood, 
scrambling for the piummage trom 
these huge South African birds 


have caused the price to rise 25 § 


| per cent over last year. 

=i Ostrich farmers are hoping for 
an even bigger year in 1958. 
Around 1912, when 
were at their “height,” so to 
speak, 


feathers 


farmers were getting 
around $315 a pound for the fea- 
thers, and the birds were worth 
$2500 apiece. 

Recently. until the big 
boom, the birds only yielded about 
$12.50 a year profit, and that in 
cluded even the sale of eggshells 
which are made into bowls, ash 
irays and costume jewelry. 


In case you're interested in the | 


capture of the feathers from this 
eight-foot-tail bird, he is first 
caught by the neck with a hooked 
stick. (He doesn't know enough to 
try to pull his head out). 

Hie is then guided into a wooden 
chute which prevents him from 
kicking. As you may know the os 
trich kick is very powerful, and has 
been known to kick a hole in the 
side of a car as if it were card- 
board, 

A long black sock is then put 
over his head and the de-feath- 
ering begins. The roots are care- 
fully guarded so they can grow 
new feathers, and not all of the 
feathers from one bird are cut 
off ata time. 

At the age of six months a bird 
vets his first clipping, and then 

ubout every nine months after that 
until he’s about 12 years old when 
he will probably be sold for his 
leather, 

A female ostrich has no vocal 
chords. This must please the male 
ostrich no end!
